An attempt to rob the Bing Cros­ 
by g olf tournament of an esti­ 
mated $100,000 in receipts raded 
In a fig ht for a g un and capture 
of the g unman before dawn today , 
a deputy sheriff said. 
The deputy , Tom Martin, g uard­ 
ing two safes across the street 
from the plush Del Monte Lod^e, 
aaid he suffered powder burns in 
the strug g le before ov erpowering 
the unidentified g unman and tak­ 
ing him to jail at nearby Salinas. 
The man refused to g iv e any 
name and was booked as J ohn 
Doe. 
Martin 
said 
Chester 
GiDette, 
tre^urer of Del Monte Proper­ 
ties Co., and Frank Morton, an 
auditor, started to g et in their 
car outside the offices about 1:30 
a.m. 
The man came across the street 
and g ot in the back of their car, 
Martin said. “ He had a suitcase, 
some adhesiv e tape and some 
binding ropes and he told Gillette 
a partner was holding Mrs. Gil­ 
lette. He said if they resisted in 
any way , they would be killed and 
Mrs. Gillette, too,” Martin said. 
Martin said the g unman forced 
the two men to open the front 
door of the finance building , “ but 
in order to g et where the safes 
were, they had to call me,” he 
•aid. 
‘Tt was only after I had opened 
the door that I saw this man had 
a g un in their backs. I had a g un 
too, but if I used it I fig ured they 
would be killed, so I dropped my 
g un at his orders and g ot face 
down on the floor. 
‘T pretended 1 was v ery sick 
and the ruse worked. When he 
came close I g rabbed his g un 
hand and there was an awful 
fig ht.” 
Gillette, who said his wife nev ­ 
er had been called, said the man 
seemed to know quite a bit about 
the place and where the safes 
were.

Eisenhower’s 4,000-word person­ 
al letter replied to one Bulg anin 
sent him Dec. 10, but also clearly 
cov ered the essence of a second 
Bulg anin note last week. 
Eisenhower rejected or discount­ 
ed about eig ht proposals Bulg an­ 
in had put forward, 
including 
those for an East-West nonag g res­ 
sion pact and a German-Polish- 
Czech zone free of nuclear weap­ 
ons. 
He accused Russia of a g reat 
error in failing to reunify Ger­ 
many as ag reed at the Genev a 
summit contorence in 1955. He 
blamed the cold war on the “ ex 
pansionist policy ” of Sov iet com­ 
munism. He pledg ed the United 
States would nev er eng ag e in ag 
g resslon and pointedly ex pressed 
hope that “ the Sov iet Union will 
feel a similar av ersion to any 
kind of ag g ression.”

The result was a sting ing 
repudiation of U. S. policy on the 
former J apanese island the Amer­ 
icans hav e occupied since World 
War II.

Postpone The 
Shorter Work 
Week Goal 


Would Beg in When 
Net Capital Profits 
Topped 10 Per Cent 


DETROT, Mich, m — The 
United Auto Workers called 
today for a profit - sharing 
plan in 19 58 wag e contracts, 
and postponed demands for 
a shorter work week. 
The 
union’s 
proposed 
profit 
sharing would beg in when a man­ 
ufacturer’s profits topped 10 per 
cent, before tax es, on net capital. 
Corporate 
ex ecutiv es, 
stockhold­ 
ers, w o r k e r s and consumers 
would be included in any sharing . 
Under the UAW proposal half 
of profits abov e 10 per cent would 
be retained by the manufacturer 
for stockholders and ex ecutiv es; 
one-fourth set aside for hourly 
rated workers and salaried em 
ploy es other than ex ecutiv es, and 
one-fourth for consumers in the 
form of rebate on purchases. 
It said the div ision formula is 
used by corporations in computing 
ex ecutiv e bonuses. 
In postponing demands for a 
shorter work week, the UAW said 
it acted in the lig ht of the realities 
of the world situation. 
The prog ram was approv ed by 
the UAW’s International Ex ecu­ 
tiv e Board. It will be submitted 
to the union’s special conv ention 
which meets in Detroit nex t week 
to shape demands to be made on 
the auto industry in the spring . 
The union sidetracked prev ious­ 
ly announced g oals of a shorter 
work week coupled with a lub- 
.stantial increase in pay . 
It said the new prog ram is 
“ unique in that it departs from 
the usual uniform set of demands 
adv anced by the UAW and serv ed 
on all companies, reg ardless of 
size and profit position.”

Ike’s Budg et 
To Help Cure 
Business Ills 


Business Recov ery 
May Bring Budg et 
Back Into Balance 


WASHINGTON UP — President 
Eisenhower told Cong ress today 
his 
record 
peacetime 
spending 
prog ram will help cure the busi­ 
ness recession, and business re­ 
cov ery in turn will bring the 
budg et back into balance. 
Thoug h the g ov ernment is skid­ 
ding into red ink this y ear, Eisen­ 
hower predicted in his budg et 
messag e that rising tax collec­ 
tions will balance the budg et for 
fiscal 1959 with half a billion dol­ 
lars to spare. 
Budg et 
Director 
Perciv al 
F. 
Brundag c supplied the ex plana 
tion for Eisenhower’s optimism. 
The Council of Economic Adv isers 
the Federal Reserv e Board and 
Treasury were consulted on the 
economic outlook, Brundag e said. 
“ They anticipate a substantial 
recov ery b e f o r e summer,” he 
said. 
Eisenhower’s forecast of g ov ern 
ment rev enues in the y ear start­ 
ing J uly 1 was based on an esti 
mate that the personal income of 
Americans would total 352 billion 
dollars this calendar y ear, nine 
billion more than in 1957. 
Corporate profits, which in re 
cession periods tend to fall more 
quickly and recov er more slowly 
than indiv idual incomes, are esti 
mated at 42 billion dollars this 
y ear, the same as 1957. 
Secretary of the Treasury An 
derson told a news conference 
that some additional factors con­ 
tributed 
to the administration’s 
optimism. These, he said, include 
reports showing that business in­ 
v entories hav e been reduced to 
normal in many cases, interest 
charg es 
hav e dropped, housing 
activ ity 
apparently is 
rev iv ing , 
department stores reported record 
Christmas sales, and a resurg ence 
of business confidence has ap­ 
peared.

WASHINGTON (A*>—^President Eisenhower sent Cong ress 
today a record peacetime budg et just short of 7 4 billion dol­ 
lars. He said by far the larg est part of it, almost two thirds, 
is for defense ag ainst g rowing dang er from Russia in the 
dawning ag e of space conquest. 
The President disclosed that the g ov ernment now ex pects 
to wind up in the red for the fiscal y ear ending J une 30. 
He announced his intention to ask for a short-term increase- 
he didn’t say how much—in the present 27 5-billion-dollar 
limit on the national debt.

No New Pro jects 


Ike’s New Budg et Reflects 
-\o Urg ency in Defense Plans

Ike’s new budg et, Uioug h 
the 
larg est ev er proposed in peace­ 
time, reflects no sense of urg ency 
on the part of the administration. 
Under the new budg et the g ov ­ 
ernment would spend $7 3.9 billion 
in fiscal y ear 1959, which beg ins 
J uly 1 nex t. That’s $1.1 
billion 
more than Ike soug ht last y ear. 
Increased defense spending ac­ 
counts for $9(X) million of the jump 
in the size of the budg et. Ex pendi­ 
tures on major national security 
prog rams 
this 
y ear 
will 
total 
$44.9 billion, according to Ike’s 
messag e. Nex t y ear iiS. B billion 
will be spent on national security . 
If the inflation factor is consid­ 
ered, that $45.8 billion will buy 
the g oods and serv ices $45 billion 
buy s now. Thus the real rise in 
defense spending will be approx i­ 
mately $100 million — or less. 
That sounds like an astronomi­ 
cal sum to a priv ate citizen, and 
is. But in terms of national de­ 
fense, its peanuts. 
For ex ample, 
$100 million won’t cov er the esti­ 
mated cost of the first missile- 
launching Polaris submarine. 
In his State of the Union mes­ 
sag e last week, Ike spoke of sac­ 
rifice 
and 
ex ertion. 
This 
new 
budg et demands little more sacri­ 
fice and ex ertion than budg ets of 
the recent past. 
In short, Ike has sent another 
“ big g er bang for a buck” budg et 
to Cong ress. The menace posed 
by Russia’s military mig ht is to 
be met, not by spending more on 
our military establishment, but by 
spending more on new weapons 
and less on old. The emphasis of 
the national defen.se effort is being 
redirected, but the mag nitude of 
the effort is not increasing . 
When Ike’s team took ov er, the 
military g ot Its first “ new look.” 
Presumably the military is strong ­ 
er because this administration in­ 
sisted on 
nuclear 
streamlining . 
Presumably it will be strong er 
y et once nuclear power has been 
married to missiles and rockets. 
But in the interv al between pro­ 
posal and 
ceremony , 
the 
real 
power of the United States may 
decline. 
Ike’s new budg et contemplates 
reducing the manpower streng th 
of the Army , Nav y , Marines and 
Air Force A larg e proportion of 


1 activ e duty personnel remaining 


are to be paid more, and it Is 
hoped that will enable the serv ­ 
ices to reduce the turnov er of the 
technically trained. 
Ike’s new budg et contemplates 
reducing the number of activ e 
duty ships of the Nav y , reducing 
carrier air g roups, reducing Nav y 
plane streng th numerically . The 
new budg et would reduce the Stra­ 
teg ic Air Command by one wing . 
Air Defense 
Command by one 
wing , and the Tactical Air Com­ 
mand by 10 wing s. 
No fig ures in the new budg et 
Indicate the non-missile capability 
of the Air Force is to be increas­ 
ed. Defense Department spokes­ 
men say there is no new money 
in this budg et for buy ing B-52’s. 
That prog ram is being phased out. 
The B-58 prog ram is continuing . 
Budg et fig ures indicate the Air 
Force will be spending fractional 
ly less on maintenance and oper 
ation under the new budg et. This 
is sig nificant, because a g asoline 
shortag e 
g rounded 
SAC 
planes 
under the last budg et. 
None of the serv ices, apparent 
ly , will hav e a v oice in any new 


business will pick up and tax 
receipts will increase so that 
the new $7 3,9 00,000,000 bud­ 
g et, for the 19 58 -59 fiscal 
y ear, will be in balance. He 
said he ex pects a surplus of 
half a billion dollars or so, 
compared with the 400-mil­ 
lion-dollar deficit now in 
sig ht for this y ear. 
One surprise in the President’s 
proposals for g ov ernment spend­ 
ing 
and 
rev enue-collecting : 
He 
called for a 5-cent postag e rate 
on all out-of-town first-class let­ 
ters. Cong ress so far has reject­ 
ed ev en his prev ious call for rais­ 
ing stamp prices from 3 to 4 cents 
for local and out-of-town letters 
alike. 
The White House announced in 
adv ance that Eisenhower’s budg et 
messag e, which ran to some 22, 
000 words with a mass of fig ures 
attached, would outline a domes 
tic prog ram larg ely passed ov er 
in last Thursday ’s State of the 
Union messag e. 
It did. But. like the earlier mes­ 
sag e, it put heav iest emphasis on' 
security matters with a $39 ,800,- 
000,000 request for 
the 
armed 
forces alone. With this ex pected 
boost, almost two billion dollars 
hig her than last J anuary ’s esti­ 
mate, Eisenhower asked: 
1. 
A $3,800,000,000 
stepup 
in 
spending for missile and nuclear 
weapon research and production. 
This would g iv e the Pentag on an 
ex tra $1,300,000,000 to spend as 
soon as the money was appropri­ 
ated, plus 
billions more than 
it now has on hand for 1958-59. 
2. A 500-million-dollar reserv e 
fund to rush dev elopment of any 
breakthroug hs 
in 
the 
weapons 
field, tog ether with authority to 
switch two billion dollars around 
within the armed serv ices “ in or­ 
der to take prompt adv antag e of 
new dev elopments.” 
3. For foreig n military and re­ 
lated 
aid. 
$3,868.000.000 
to 
be 
spent in the coming fiscal y ear. 
This 
is a 
ll9 -million-dollar In­ 
crease ov er the current fig ure. 
The proposal looks like one of the 
hottest issues to come before the 
new Cong ress. 
All told, the President’s new 
budg et calls for 1958-59 spending 
at more than a billion dollars ov er 
the current rate, ev en allowing 
for recent spcedups in missile 
and other weapons prog rams. The 
current spending prog ram, run­ 
ning at $7 2,800,000,000 a y ear, is 
the hig hest in American peace­ 
time history .

Submitting to Cong ress his bud­ 
g et for the y ear starting J uly 1, 
he said it reflects the g reat im­ 
pact of science on modern mili­ 
tary power. 
“ The tempo of chang e Is in­ 
creasing and the chang e during 
the coming y ear will be g reater 
than in any preceding y ear,” he 
said. 
Missiles 
sre 
soaring 
toward 
dominancy In the American ar­ 
senal. The outlay for their per­ 
fection and production wiU be 
$3,314,000,000, already almost hall 
the total for warplanes. Almost 
half the total missile outlay will 
be for ballistic weapons, where 
the race with Russia is keenest. 
The proposed spending increase 
ov er this y ear is modest—018 mil­ 
lion dollars. The difference is in 
the wsy the money would be 
spent. 
For the first time, the words 
“ military satellite” 
and “ outer 
space v ehicles” appear in the bud­ 
g et messag e as part of future 
planning . 
Military manpower is headed 
for still 
another cutback. ’The 
83,000-man 
reduction 
would 
in­ 
clude 30,000 in the Army , 28,000 in 
the Nav y and Marine Corps, and 
25,000 in the Air Force. 
As missiles Increase, aircraft 
diminish—fewer 
combat 
wing s, 
fewer planes. But “ all fig hters 
and bombers proposed for pro­ 
curement with 1959 appropriations 
will

WASHINGTON — It was Speak er Sam Ray ­ 
burn’s 76lh birthday last week , and this week 
or next he and Sen, Ly ndon Johnson are pre­ 
paring a birthday present for American house­ 
wives. 
"Mr. Sam” has pioneered some fine laws 
for the benefit of the American people — the 
Securities and Exchange Commission, The Fed­ 
eral Communications Commission, Rural Elec­ 
trification. But Sam has a weak spot when it 
comes to Texas gas and oil, so the birthday 
present 
he’s 
now 
preparing 
won’t 
be 
so 
welcome. 
He is quietly maneuvering to pass the long- 
delay ed natural gas bill, thereby increasing the 
cost of gas 
to consumer 
areas 
by 
about 
$8iX),O00,000 a y ear. The bill would overrule the 
Supreme Court and exempt the transmission 
of natural gas from Federal regulation. 
After Sam slips the bill through the House, 
h is fellow Texan, Ly ndon Johnson, plans to 
slip It through the Senate as noiselessly and 
painles^y as possible. 
The plan is to operate with little advance 
publicity . The gas lobby doesn’t want consumer 
groups to have a chance to reach their Con- 
gres.-;nen and mobilize public opinion against 
Uie bill. 
Last y ear a stream of may ors, ranging from 
Wagner of New York to Dilworth of Philadel­ 
phia and Celebrezze of Cleveland, urged Con­ 
gress not to pass the bill. 
They pointed out 
that it would seriously upset city budgets, put 
a burden on housewives and benefit only the 
big gas and oil men. 
Finally , Congressmen MacDonald of Boston. 
Dinndl of Detroit, Madden of Gary , Ind., Vanik 
of Cleveland. Delaney of Brook ly n waged such 
an effective battle that Mr. Sam k ept the gas 
blii from corning 
vote. Tie wouliia^^^^ lost. 
But now the bill 
has 
cleared committee 
hurdles and waits only a signal from the speak ­ 
er He can give that signal when big city Con- 
grc.-smen are tak ing week ends off in Man- 
huLian, Brook ly n or Philadelphia. 
Coal-Gas Deal 
This time Mr. Sam isn’t tak ing any chances. 
Thus time he and the gas moguls have work ed 
out a deal with the coal Congressmen in order 
to win coal-area voles. Coal Congressmen from 
West Virginia and Pennsy lvania hitherto have

gas bill. But this time an 
fainendment will be tack ed onto the bill whereby 
the gas industry will not dump cheap gas into 
coal areas in the summer.

atandoff. 


Desalted Water 


Bulganin wants 
a meeting of 
himself, 
Eisenhower 
and 
other 
heads of state. Eisenhower say s 
he’s willing but—. It’s a big but. 
The two men diagree on how to 
go about baving the summit meet­ 
ing. 
The Russian proposed this big 
get-together in a letter to Eisen­ 
hower Dec. 10 and another Jan. 9 . 
TTie purpose: to try to settle the 
world’s ills by disarmament and 
the 
stopping 
of 
nuclear 
tests, 
among other things. 
Bulganin wants the talk ing to 
start at the top. The Russians 
have brushed aside the idea of 
preliminary talk s in the United 
Nations. They ’ve done the same to 
th* suggestion that the foreign 
ministers meet first to arrange 
details. 


Yesterday E i s e n ho w e r an­ 
swered Bulganin’s Dec. 10 letter. 
It took him week s to compose the 
reply but it had the effect also (rf 
answering the letter of Jan. 9. 
Eisenhower said he’s willing to 
meet with the Russians, but be­ 
fore there is such a gathering he 
wants the details of the discussion 
subjects work ed out by experts on 
the various problems and by the 
foreign ministers. 
Both letters—besides discussing 
the problem 
between 
the two 
countries—are meant as propa­ 
ganda too. The people of not only 
the United States and Russia but 
of the rest of the world will be 
look ing in on the correspondence. 
Bulganin’s Dec. 10 letter—very 
shrewd and well written—had a 
broad appeal becaase so many 
people, 
particularly 
in 
Europe, 
are anxious for some peaceful so­ 
lution before there is war. 
And Bulganin timed it for the 
moment calculated to do the most 
damage to 
the United States: 
just before Eisenhower went to 
Paris to talk with American al­ 
lies in the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization. 
His next letter—broadcast last 


Thursday —no doubt was intended 
to tak e the play away from Eisen­ 
hower, who on that very day de­ 
livered his State of ^ e IJnion 
message to Congress. And in Eu­ 
rope he did offset Eiseriiower. 
But the President’s reply was 
well done from the standpoint of 
try ing to k nock the steam out of 
Bulganin’s proposals. The basic 
American position—one that both 
Eisenhower and President Tru­ 
man 
f 0lie w ed—remains 
un­ 
changed. 
It’s this: before this country 
disarms—or agrees with Russia to 
disarm and stop nuclear testing 
and so on—it wanst to be sure 
through 
an 
inspection 
sy stwn 
that Russia can’t run out on its 
agreement or plot war in secret. 
Eisenhower laid down as the 
primary condition for any dis­ 
armament agreements that there 
be foolproof guarantees against 
cheating. 
The next step seems to be up 
to Bulganin. He’ll think of some­ 
thing, no doubt. Last week Secre­ 
tary of State Dulles practically 
admitted in so many words Rus­ 
sia is doing a better propaganda 
job than this country . 


Blair said recently that he would 
discuss 
with 
certain 
legislative 
members which requests might 
have the best chance of passing. 
“There’s no use including things 
that the legislature wouldn’t pass 
•ny way , ” the governor said. 
A special session of the general 
assembly can only last 60 day s.

When water shortage becomes acute in any 
commuhity . mmds of the City Fathers turn to 
substitute sources for water, liie Maxim Silencer 
Company in Hartford, Connecticut, has announc­ 
ed a sy stem for converting sea water into fresh 
water. This converted water could be sold to 
urban communities at about 20 <» nts per 1000 
gallons. 
Converted sea water is already in use by the 
Navy and many shipping lines. The sy stem con­ 
sists of an evaporation process with flash evap­ 
orators and vacuums designed to mak e the fullest 
use and re-use of heat furnished by the energy - 
producing boiler or other heat source. 
Once the water is converted, the equipment 
must be protected so a method of snapping 
salt scale from the equipment had to be invented. 
In some parts of this country , natural water 
r^ources are about exhausted. Large amounts 
of land are required for reservoirs and they 
depend on rain, springs and other natural re- 
souces for filling. When there is a drought or 
excessive use of water, then the supply is greatly 
lowered. 
With adequate desalting machinery , it is esti­ 
mated that in certain areas desalted water could 
be piped easily from the sea or salt lak es to 
offset water shortages in many communities. 
One wonders what happens to the salt. The 
Maxim Silencer Company seems to have k ept 
silent, but surely they have already found a use 
f(MT this by -product unless, of course, the salt 
has lost its savor. 


And ui ail his talk —or letter- 
writing—about disarmament Bul­ 
ganin say s nothing about a fool­ 
proof inspection inside Russia and 
this country to prevent cheating 
by either side.

WASHINGTON - Yank ee - per­ 
sistence may pay off in controlling 
the billboard "menace” along the 
41,000 miles of federal interstate 
highway s. 
The 15-y ear veteran Republican 
from Maine, Robert Hale, popped 
a bill in the hopper the very first 
day with some new lure. 
The Hale bill would allow the 
states to use up to 3 per cent 
of their share of federal highway 
funds for purchasing advertising 
easements 
in 
accordance 
with 
Commerce Department standards. 
The standards would ban bill­ 
boards within 600 feet of the high­ 
way right-of-way . Of course, offi­ 
cial road signs and certain others 
of help to the traveling public 
would be allowed. 
Last y ear a billboard bill was 
voted (town by the Senate com- 
mittea while the Hmise took no 
action whatever on an earlier 
measure proposed by Mr. Hale.

Missouri Forges Ahead 
With Nursing Home Law 
Missouri ha.s tak en a lead in 
solving its nursing home problems 
and other states are considering 
using similar licensing laws, ac­ 
cording to Neil Wortley , state di­ 
rector of nursing home licensure. 
The nursing home licensing law 
went into effect last spring after 
72 nursing home patients died in 
a fire at W’arrenton. Missouri had 
630 nursing homes at the time. 
Many were considered unsafe be­ 
cause of poor sanitation and fire 
hazards. 
Now, 
Wortley 
say s 
some 50 
homes have been completely li­ 
censed. 
He said 230 additional 
homes have complied with one or 
more major requirements of the 
law and nearly 100 others are sin­ 
cerely try ing to comply with the 
law. 
Wortley said some 1700 patients 
were faced with the problem of 
finding new quarters after 220 
nursing homes went out of busi­ 
ness rather than to comply with 
the law. He said 700-300 of those 
patients went to other nursing 
homes, another large group took 
up residence in the homes of rela­ 
tives and friends and about 100 
cannot be accounted for. 
Wortley said at present there is 
a critical 
shortage 
of 
nursing 
home beds in rural areas of cen­ 
tral and south central Missouri. 
In other areas, he said, some nurs­ 
ing homes report vacancies. 
The licensing official said old 
age pensioners in need of nursing 
home care have been the biggest 
problem. The.se people have in­ 
comes of only $60 a month and 
its difficult for a home to provide 
care for that small amount But 
in some counties. Wortley said, 
county courts are supplementing 
the state welfare check s of pen 
slons in nursing homes in place 
of operating a county home for 
the aged. Some counties, he said

Battle Promised On Funda 
For Prevailing Wage Law 
Although repeal of the state’« 
new prevailing wage law isn’t too 
lik ely in the upcoming special leg- 
islative session, a battle to cut off 
funds to enforce the law seems 
a certainty . 
The new law went into effect 
last Sept. 1. It requires the state, 
counties, cities and school districts 
to pay work men building public 
projects the prevailing wages of 
the area. The state industrial com­ 
mission has the authority to deter­ 
mine what the prevailing wages 
are. 
Rep. Charles James (D-Dunk lin 
County ) has promised to lead a 
fight to oppose appropriations for 
the 
industrial 
commission. 
The 
commission now has no funds for 
enfrcing the prevailing wage law 
but has gone ahead with the law 
irregardless, Stephen Millet, chair­ 
man of the commission, said he 
would ask for at least $125,000 to 
hire a 22 man staff to investigate 
wages on public projects. 
James said he did not believe 
the prevailing wage situation would 
be improved by granting the ap­ 
propriation. The wage investiga­ 
tors who would be hired, James 
said, 
would probably be "pro­ 
labor.” This has been one of the 
complaints against the law. The 
prevailing wages as determined by 
the industrial commission in many 
rural counties have been union 
wages 
rather 
than 
the 
actual 
wages being paid to a majority of 
work men. 
Rep. James also plans to Intro­ 
duce a bill to repeal the prevailing 
wage law If he is elected to the 
70th general assembly which will 
meet in 1959. 
The city of Joplin is one of the 
latest to protest against wage de­ 
terminations under the prevailing 
wage law Joplin has been ordered 
by the state health department to 
improve its sewage sy stem and a 
$1.4.50,000 bond issue for that pur­ 
pose was approved last spring. 
Now. the Joplin city councU has 
found that the bond Issue won’t 
be big enough because of high 
wage determinations. Loy d Rob­ 
erts, city attorney , said building 
costs of the Joplin sewage im­ 
provements would be 25 to 30 per 
cent higher than the estimates be­ 
cause of the prevailing wage law. 
An appegl by the city of Joplin 
has been set for hearing by the 
industrial commission for Feb. 3.

Ike Proposes A Reduction 
In Farm Program Support 


Cu ts to Co me 
Fro m Chan ges 
In Po licies 


By OVID A. MARTIN 
WASHINGTON OfX-A 6^ per 
cent cut in spending for farm pro­ 
grams was proposed by President 
Eisenhower today for the coming 
flscal year. He held up the pros­ 
pect of still greater reductions in 
later years. 
The 
reductions 
would 
come 
from changes in present farm pol­ 
icies, w h i c h Eisenhower said 
place a heavy burden on taxpayer 
and complicate foreign trade rela­ 
tions. 
In a budget report to Congress, 
Eisenhower outlined expenditures 
o f $4,98 1,000,000 for the Agricul­ 
ture 
Department-including 
$4,- 
600,000,000 for the various domes­ 
tic farm programs — during the 
fiscal year beginning July 1. This 
would be 346 million dollars less 
than the total indicated spending 
(or this year. 
Most of the savings would be on 
programs 
for support of farm 
prices and stabilization of agricul­ 
tural income. 
Looking beyond the new fiscal 
year, Eisenhower foresaw consid 
erable savings if Congress accepts 
recommendations he said he soon 
will make for lower price support 
levels and for removal of some 
government controls now affect­ 
ing farmers. 
Production per farm worker has 
doubled in the past 15 years, Ei- 
aenhower noted, "and we cannot 
luccessfully continue with present 
obsolete legal formulas governing 
acreage allotments and price sup­ 
ports." 
He said present programs tend 
to price key farm commodities 
"as if they were ‘scarce,” rather 
than 
abundant. 
The result, ht 
■aid, is overproduction, restricted 
markets and costly government 
purchase of surpluses. 
Eisenhower also proposed to cut 
100 million dollars off an annual 
225 million agricultural conserv­ 
ation program paying subsidies to 
farmers for carrying out conserv­ 
ation measures. This reduction, 
however, would not be reflected 
in the department’s budget until 
the 1960 fiscal year. 
£ i s e n h o wer recommeDded 
meanwhile the continuation of for­ 
eign surplus disposal_y>pcrationi. 
He said he would feconimend an­ 
other year’s extension—with 
an 
additional spending fund of 14» bil­ 
lion dollars — of the Agricultural 
Trade 
Development 
Act. 
This 
measure authorizes sale oi sur- 
idusQs abroad for foreign cur- 
fwncies. 
He pr<^;>osed that the soil bank 
program—enacted in 1956 with an 
annual subsidy authorization of up 
to $1,200,000,000 a year — be cut 
next year to 450 million. This 
would be 375 million less than was 
authorized for this crop year. His 
proposal would abandon ths year- 
to-year acreago reserve part of 
Uie p r o g r am and concentrate 
wholly on the loager range con- 
aervation reserve. The program 
lays farmers for retiring land 
from production. 
The President estimated that 
$1,25 3,000,000 
of the department 
spending in 
the coming fiscal 
year would be for stabilizatkm of 
prices and income compared with 
$$,628 ,000,000 estimated for this 
year. 
Eisenhower di.scIosed that he 
will ask Congress to extend the 
National Wool 
Act which uses 
government subsidies to supple­ 
ment growers’ returns, and to en­ 
act legislation which would re 
quire a greater sharing by states 
of the cost of farm disaster relief 
programs.

Warns of Moldy Sorghum 
In Winter Stock Feeding 


Be careful of moldy sorghum 
grain in livestock rations this win­ 
ter, say Missouri Agricultural Ex­ 
tension Service specialists. Many 
farmers have this damaged grain 
on hand and would like to make 
use of it. 
Livestock specialist« say hogs 
are fairly tolerant to the moldy 
grain, but go easy in feeding sus­ 
picious grain sorghums to cattle 
and poultry. And don’t feed to 
sheep. 
Young chickens and turkeys are 
highly susceptible to intestinal dis­ 
orders, and it’s a good idea to be 
cautious in feeding bad grain to 
the laying flock, too. Poultry spe­ 
cialists suggest feeding one or 
two hens on a trial basis before 
feeding the doubtful grain to the 
entire flock. 
Specialists say sheep are highly 
susceptible to digestive 
disturb- 


ances and shouldn’t be fed dam 
aged grain. 
If the sorghum grain isn’t dam­ 
aged greatly, cleaning and grind 
ing may help. 
Hogs are fairly tolerant of dan­ 
gerous molds that may be found 
on this year’s high - moisture 
grains, 
and small amounts of 
damaged grain in wintering ra­ 
tions for cattle aren’t likely to 
cause trouble. However, 
s m al l 
calves are liable to be troubled 
by bad grain, and cattle on full 
feed may get enough of the dam­ 
aged grain to go off feed, and in 
some cases, die. 
As for dairy cattle, feeding one 
or two animals on a trial basis 
is advised. Actually, dairy special 
ists say moldy sorghum is usually 
not 
harmful 
to 
dairy 
animals 
when the amount in the ration 
doesn’t exceed 25 to 30 per cent. 
Again, specialists say moldy feed 
should never be fed to calves.

Balanced Diet 
is Necessary, 
Says Expert 


If silage is included in the ration 
for ewes and sows this winter, 
remember 
that 
proper 
supple­ 
ments are necessary in the ration, 
too, says Bill Pugh, University 
of 
.Missouri 
extension 
livestock 
specialist. 
Probably the best winter ration 
for ewes, says Pugh, is to give 
all the legume hay she can eat 
Silage can be used as hay re­ 
placement but not completely. Tbe 
ewe needs some dry matter. Three 
to four pounds silage plus all the 
egume hay ihe ewes will eat up 
’till six weeks before lambing is a 
good ration, says Pugh. 
If legume hay isn’t available, 
feed some dry hsy to the ewe 
even though the qu^ty isn’t good. 
Add some soybean or cottonseed 
meal as protein supplement to bal 
anct this type ration at one-fourth 
of a pound per ewe. And a bone- 
meal-salt mixture should be self- 
fed. 
Good com silage is a definite 
advantage in sow rations, says 
Pugh. Toits have shown that sil­ 
age plus supplement as compared 
to a convtntional mixed ration to 
bred sows resulted in 25 per cent 
lower feed CMts, one to three more 
pigs per Utter at farrowing and 
two to three more pigs per litter 
at weaning. 
Allow ii to 14 p<Hinds of silage 
per sow per day. says Pugh. Make 
two feedings a day. Supplement 
this with IVz poun^ of a good 
protein supplement. 
Some additional grain may need 
to be fed depending on silage qual 
ity and aow condition. However, 
Pugh says, if maximum silage con­ 
sumption is desired, don't feed 
more than one-half to one pound 
of corn per sow per day.

The potted plant that came for 
you at Christmas won’t stay pretty 
long 
unless 
it

righ 
amount of water. The soil shouk 
be kept moist, but not soggy. Most 
plants require a smaU amount of 
water each day. 
If you wish to keep the decor­ 
ative foil around the plant that 
came at Christmas time, punch 
a hole in the bottom to allow 
water drainage. Then place the 
pot in a plate or pie pan. 
Remember that hot air fiirn 
acei reduce humidity in the air 
and tend to dry out plants, so 
keep the humidifier on your furn­ 
ace in operation. 


Warm Engine 
Works Better 
For Farmers 


It’s easy to overcool water or 
anti-freeze in farm tractors dur­ 
ing winter-time operation, 
says 
DiMfi Brooker, University of Mis­ 
souri agricultural engineer. 
Tractor engines are designed 
with excess cooling capacity to 
handle heavy loads in hot weather 
But in winter, cold operation is 
hard on the engine. Tests have 
shown that an engine operating at 
100 degrees has six times more 
cylinder wear than one operating 
at 180 degrees, says Brooker. 
Therefore it’s necessary to let 
the engine warm up before going 
out on those winter chores. 'Three 
things can be done to reduce cold 
engine wear, suggests Brooker. 
Make sure the thermostat is do­ 
ing its Job. A good thermostat 
stops water circulation until the 
wigine has warmed up. 
Close the radiator curtain or 
shutter until the engine is warm 
Then open the shutter just enough 
to maintain the proper tempera­ 
ture. 
And, wait until the engine has 
warmed to a good (^(xrating temp­ 
erature before pulling loads. 
It takes more fud and more 
time to warm tiie tractor engine 
properly in winter, but it will 
sa\^ costly engine repairs later.

Leaders Ho pe 
To Cut Budget 


WASHINGTON 
— Cong ression­ 
al fiscal leaders said today they 
will do what they can to cu t the 
record peacetime spending bu d­ 
g et President Eisenhower sends to 
Cong ress today . 
Gov ernment 
sou rces 
disclosed 
last week the bu dg et wou ld call 
for spending of more than $73.8 00,- 
000,000, and Eisenhower said in 
his State of the Union messag e it 
“will r o u g h l y balance.” The 
sou rces said the balance was pre­ 
cariou s, and said a deficit now 
was ex pected for the cu rrent y ear. 
Bu t ev en before the new bu d 
g et’s f o r m a l su bmission, key 
Hou se 
members indicated they 
were more hopefu l of assu ring a 
big g er balance than they were of 
av oiding an increase in the na­ 
tional debt limit, now 275 billion 
dollars. 
Chairman Cannon (D-Mo) of the 
Hou se Appropriations Committee, 
where money -spending bills orig ­ 
inate, said most of the 16 su b­ 
committees handling the ov er-all 
bu dg et in piecemeal fashion wou ld 
start hearing s 
almost 
immedi 
ately . 
Cannon 
ex pressed 
reg ret 
the 
bu dg et for the 12 months starting 
nex t Ju ly 1 will prov ide for a su r 
plu s less than one billion dollars 
if rev enu es keep u p with ex pecta 
tions. 
“The attitu de of ou r commit 
tee,” he said, “is that money for 
k g itim ati defense needs mu st be 
prov ided withou t qu estion. There 
is some feeling , thou g h, that since 
the Pentag on has abou t eig ht bil­ 
lion dollars in u nex pended fu nds 
which won’t be spent for sev eral 
y ears, they mig ht dip into that 
instead of u sing new fu nds. We 
can alway s prov ide the money la­ 
ter if it shou ld be needed.” 
Since defense needs accou nt for 
more than half the new bu dg et. 
Cannon said “We are g oing to 
cu t mu ch deeper than we u su ally 
do in Bondefense items.” 
Rep. Taber of New York, top 
Repu blican on the appropriations 
committee, ag reed with Cannon 
the 1959 bu dg et mu st be kept in 
balance if at all possible. 
“I hav e nev er seen a bu dg et 
that cou ldn’t be cu t,” Taber said. 
“It will be difficu lt bu t we will 
g iv e it a try . We won’t be too 
backward abou t it.” 
Du e to stepped-u p defense pro 
g rams, the 1 ^ bu dg et win pro 
v ide the h i g h e s t g ov ernment 
spending since World War II and 
will be only slig htly below the 74.3 
billion dollars in the fiscal 1953 
bu dg et, when the Korean War was 
at its peak. 
The 1953 ou tay , howev er, in­ 
clu ded hig hway spending now fi 
nanced ou t of a separate tru st 
fu nd not inclu ded in the fig u re for 
1959.
